FOR THE BEST RESULTS

The opening plow should he 
set so that considerable dirt will fall 
back In the furrow, and the distributer 
spout should be set just behind the op­ 
ening plow. 
The lead planter should 
plow deep enough to mix fertilizer with 
the soil. 
Bed on to this with buster 
or any kind of implement that will 
make bed to suit. 
A go devil does the 
work nicely, also disc or cultivator or 
anything to get the soil in good condi­ 
tion. 
The main idea is to get the 
fertilizer as deep as possible so it will 
be in moist dirt because when it is too 
near the surface it will soon dry out 
below i t You can use any cotton plan­ 
ter to put the fertilizer down. 
Set 
the attachment to put 
down

what you want per acre. 
I use about 
100 pounds. 
It is worth the price of 
that amount in the working of cotton 
on sandy land.
